Whit is probably the best display
of vegetable and truck crops ever
Erown on. a single raneh In the
Snake River Valley is to be seen at
the G. W. Lattig farm on Oregon
Slope elght miles North of Ontarlo
In Malheur county. Mr. Lattig was
appointed Director on Vegelable
Crops for the county farm bureau by
the executive committee of that or-
ganization last January and he has
proceeed to céarry out his task In no
uncertain  manner as anyone will
bear wilness who has visited his
farm since his “fifty seven” varieties
of vegetables have grown up,

The first thing Mr, Lattig did was
to partition off two small farms from
his 160 acre high class f(rrigated
ranch, chosing the best land he had
for the vegetables. To do this he

He then took two of the best, ex-
perienced white vegetable growers
he could find Into partnership, agree-
Ing with them as to the crops that
were to be grown, thus making up
the firms of Lattig and Johuston and
Lattig and MeGorden. In these steps
also he made no mistake as the re-
sults testify, there being 11 acres of
a8 good head lettuce as can be found
anywhere, 2 neres of Danish  Ball-
head cabbage that Is coming right
along, 2 acres of caullflour some of
which is so tall and thick that it
practically hides the ground, besldes
5 varleties of onlons, a half acre or
g0 of tomatoes, several kinds of
melons and sguash menagele, table
beeta, earrots, eweet corn and sweet
potatoes, Also_ potatoes of Irish
variety, two acres of which are being
grown for next year's seed and have
already passed the two field inspec-
tiona for certification and promise
to beat all comers for yleld.
